Thirty G. O. P. Insurgents 
Voted With the Democrats. 
Bitter Attack on the Bill By 
Regular Republicans, Who 
Allege That Southern Mills 


Are Favored. 


Washington, August 3.—Supported 


by all the democrats and by thirty in- 
surgent republicans, the democratic 
cotton tariff bill, the third of the big 
tariff revision measures brought for- 
ward by the democratic house of rep- 
resentatives, passed that body early 
this evening by 202 to 91. The bill 
cuts the average tariff on cotton man- 
ufactured goods from 48 to 27 per cent 
ad valorem, a 21 per cent reduction in 
duty that the democratic leaders esti- 
mate to reduce revenues by about 


$3,000,000. 
Not an amendment was offered to 


the bill, although the republicans at- 
tacked it vigorously on account of al- 
leged increases in certain items over 
the rates of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 


law. 
Conference on Free List Bill. 
Scarcely had the cheers that greeted 
the passage of the cotton revision bill! 
subsided when Democratic Leader Un- 


derwood, calling up the free list bill 
as it passed the senate a few days 
ago, accomplished a_ strategic move, 
which surpfised the republicans. 

He asked for a conference on all 
the amendments to the free Het bill 
except that of Senator Gronna, of 
North Dakota, putting cement_on the 
free list. He urged that the house ac- 
cept that amendment, addiMg to it 
lemons. Pacific coast republicans made 
ineffectual attempts to stop this sad- 
den and unexpected putting of lemons 
on the free list, but the amendment 
carried. The change gave the house 
democrats what they claimed to be an 
added advantage in dealing with the 
senate in the conference committee. 

Tonight the republican leaders in 
both houses of congress called absent 
members from all parts of the country, 
in preparation for a threatened at- 
tempt of the democrats to pass the 
wool tariff bill over President Taft's 
veto, : 

Weol Tariff’ Over Taft’s Veto. 

The democratic leaders in the 
house have asserted within the last 
twenty-forr hours that they have the 
necessary two-thirds majority to pass 
the woo) bill over the presgident’s veto, 
and have been doing effective mission- 
ary work in the senate today. The re- 
publican managers in the house insist 
tonight that they have enough votes to 
prevent the two-thirds majority in 
support of the wool bill. 

The wool conference will start at 10 
o‘clock tomorrow morning, when the 
committees of the house and senate 
will meet in the effort to:effect a com- 
promise. It is possible that the com- 
promise carn be secured at one sitting 
of the committee, in which case the 
bill will come back to the two houses 
tomorrow or Saturday. Speaker Clark 
tonight appointed as/a conference com- 
mittee on the free ist bill, the same 
conferees who will act on the wool bill 
Representatives Underwood, Randall, 
of Texas, and Harrison, of New York, 
democrats; Payne and Dalzell, repub- 
licans.

BRYAN. REPLIES 
TO UNDERWOUL 


‘Nebraskan - Tells Why He At 
tacked Democratic Leader. 


Bryan Says He Based Criticism 
of Underwood on Newspaper 
Reports of the Latter’s Atti- 
tude in Democratic Caucus. 
Bryan After Underwood. 


Chicago, August 38.—vVoluntarily as- 
suming full responsibility for the edi- 
torial recently published in his weekly 
paper which caused Congressman Un- 
derwood, of Alabama, to brand him as 
“falsifier” on the floor of congress, 
William Jennings Bryan today replied 
to the attack and declared that he in- 
tended to give the democratic leader of 
the house an early opportunity to dis- 
cuss some other things. 

Where Bryan Got Information. 

Mr. Bryan granted Congressman 
Underwood's request that he make 
public the information on which the 
editorial was based. He declareq that 
the information of which the editorial 
was founded was taken from a Wash- 
ington dispatch published by an Oma- 
ha newspaper. 

“If that report is incorrect,” said Mr. 
Bryan, “I take (iit for granted that Mr. 
Underwood will read tne report before 
the house and deny It. 

“If the report is correct, I have 
nothing to withdraw. If it is er- 
roneous I shall withdraw my criticism 
of Mr. Underwood so far as it is based 
on his action in that particular case. 
Whatever the outcome in this par- 
ticular instance I do not withdraw my 
criticism of Mr. Underwood on other 
occasions, and I intend to take early 
opportunity to give him some other 
things to discuss. 

“Yes, I read the report of Mr. Un- 
derwood’s speech in the morning pa- 
pers,’ saiq Mr. Bryan, “‘the criticism to 
which the refers is containeq in an 
editorial which I wrote myself. 

Underwood and the Cancus. 

“The report on which the editorial 
was based,” continued Mr. Bryan, “ap- 
peared last week after the house cau- 
cus of July 15. 

“I am not sure of the exact date, 
but it was not earlier than Wednes- 
day of last week and not later than 
Sunday morning. The dispatch from 
Washington saiq that Speaker Clark 
offereq a resolution—a modification 
or a sub for a resolution by another 
member—instructing the ways and 
means committee to proceed with the 
preparation of other bills. The dis- 
patch stated that Mr. Clark was sup- 
ported by a number of members, but 
that Representatives Underwood and 
Fitzgerald led a fight against the 
resolution and defeated it. 

‘The report also quoted Congressman 
Kitchin as insisting upon the {ntroduc- 
tion of a bill reducing the tariff upon 
iron and steel and quotes Mr. Kitchin 
a8 calling attention to Mr. Underwood's 
holdings in the steel company and as 
expressing the fear that in case of 
failure to proceed with the reduction 
of the tariff on iron and steel such 
failure might bé attributed to Mr. Un- 
derwood’s interests in the business. 
My editorial was based upon this pub- 
lished report.” 

Mr. Bryan was in the city between 
trains and is now on his way to Iowa. 


Underwood Retracts Nothing. 


Washington, August 3.—Democratic 
Leader Underwood, of the house, stood 
squarely today upon his afiewer to 
William Jennings Bryan's attack on 
him in connection with the fron and 
steel tariff? schedules. He had little 
comment to make upon Mr, Bryan’‘s in- 
terview in Chicago today in which the 
Nebraskan again challenged his posi- 
tion. ‘ 
“Mr. Bryan says I ought to give a 
full report of the caucus to the house,” 
said r. Underwood. “I did give such 
a report yesterday and my statements 
were confirmed by the other members 
of my party as to what took place in 
the caucus.

Citizens of Cordele 


Amendment, Providing 
This, Is Adopted by Vote of 
21 to 18, After Lengthy 
Debate---Governar Wilson 
Declines Invitation. 


The senate expended more than an 
hour and a half yesterday on the ques- 
tion of whether or not the city court 
of Cordele should be abolished by the 
legislature or the matter left in the 
hands of the people, 

The Dill, which was passed in the 
house several days ago, provoked a 
lively discussion in the senate, and 
was finally passed as amended by the 
special judiciary committee of the 
senate. 

The amendment provides that the 
bill shall go before the people before 
becoming effective, and was passed by 
a vote of 21 to 18. 

Immediately after the passage of 
the bil) Senator Williams, whose home 
is in “Crisp county, and who bitterly 
fought the amendment, gave notice 
that he would ask to have the bill re- 
considered today. 

The author of the bill is Mr. Gower, 
of Crisp county, and it was passed in 
tre house without amendments. When 
the bill came before the special judi- 
clary committee of the senate, of 
which Senator Mann, of the fifteenth 
district, is chairman, the amendment 
requiring the bill to be placed before 
the people was offered and recom- 
mended by the committee. The ques- 
tion was discussed for some time in 
the committee meeting, citizens of 
Cordele and attorneys speaking for 
and against the bill. 

Two Petitions Presented. 

Senator Minn showed a petition 
which had been presented to the com- 
mittee signed by more than 500 citl- 
zens of Cordele who favored abolish- 
ment of the court. He showed another 
petition bearing 750 names-~<in favor of 
retaining the court, 

Many argued that out of “senatorial 
courtesy” to Senator Williams the bill 
should not be opposed, but allowed to 
be passed as he wished. There~were 
others who said that the bill was of 
such a general nature that if passed 
the senate would establish a precedent 
which could not be easily forsaken. 

Senators Duggan and Douglass ob- 
tained unanimous consent to be ex- 
cused from voting. 

The invitation of the general assem- 
bly to Governor Woodrow Wilson, of 
New Jersey, to address the legislature 
during the present session was form- 
ally declined yesterday in a letter to 
the secretary of the senate, Charles 
S Northen. 

Governor Wlilson’s Letter. 

The following is a copy of Governor 
Wilson’s letter: 

“Hon. Charles 8. Northen, Atlanta, 
Ga.—My Dear Sir: Allow me to ac- 
knowledge your kind letter of July 29, 
transmitting the resolution of the 
senate of the state of Georgia, con- 
curred in by the house of representa- 
tives, inviting me to address the two 
houses of the legislature at some time 
before the 16th of August. 

“I do not know of any invitation 
I have ever received which has been 
so hard to decline. [I felt obliged to 
decline it because to accept it would 
involve an actual neglect of my im- 
perative official duties at home. It is 
a case where I have to prefer my duty 
to my personal inclination. It would 
be considered inexcusable on my part 
were I to absent myself from the state 
while the duties that bind me through- 
out the greater part of Augusf lie 
upon me. My continual presence in 
the state is necessary. 

“May I not convey, through you, to 
the gentlemen of the two houses of 
the legislature. of Georgia, my pro- 
found thanks for the great and high 
honor they have done me and my deep 
regret that it is not possible for me 
to give myself the pleasure of return- 
ing under such auspicious oircum- 
stances, to the great state in which 
I spent my boyhood, and to which I 
look back with so mych and so deep 
affection. i 

“With much regard, 
, “WOODROW WILSON.”

By an almost unanimous vote, the 
house committee on constitutional 
amendments approved the bill making 
provision for the removal] of the stat 
capitol to Macon yesterday afternoon. 
Several members who voted favorably 


the ground that the matter should be

Joe Hill Hall and Minter Wimberly, 
representatives from Bibb county, 
spoke for the removal. Their argu- 
ment, briefly stated, was that Macon 
is more centrally located, both as to 
geography and population; that south 
Georgia is growing more rapidly than 
ather sections of the state, and that 
Atlanta doesn’t need the capitol, etg. 

The only note of opposition was 
sounded by Mr. McElreath, representa- 
tive from Fulton. With all due respect 
to the Central City, he said, he thought 
it would be best for all concerned td 
end the matter in committee. 

“We don’t want any sectional strife, 
any feeling between north and south 
Georgia,” he said. “We are friendly 
now; we are enjoying more cordial re- 
lations than ever before; all the state 
is growing; and, therefore, we should 
do nothing to foment useless strife.” 

He declared that Macon’s geographi- 
cal advantages have been overrated, 
He said that the difference in mileage 
t. mermsbers of the legislature in going 
to Macon or Atlanta was only about 
$800 a year in favor of the latter city. 
He declared that the distance from 
county sites to Macon, by the nearest 
railroads, showed that city to be nearer 
than Atlanta to the people of the state 
) by only a fraction more than eighteen 
miles.

Wohlwender, of Muscogee, for the 
fourth; Mr. Field, of DeKalb, for the 
fifth; Mr. Smith, of Henry, for the 
sixth; Mr. Cheney, of Cobb, for the 
seventh; Mr. DuBose, of Clarke, for the 
eighth; Mr. Nix, of Gwinnett, for the 
ninth; Mr. Burwell of Hancock, for the 
tenth; Mr. White, of Laurens, for the 
eleventh.

Debate is Enlivened. 
Thursday was enlivened 
numerous dramatic incidents. Per- 
haps the most striking occurred near 
the end, when Representative Hatton 
Lovejoy, chairman of the temperance 
committee, charged that the rules com- 
mittee of the house is. “predominated 
by liquor men.” Later he explained 
that he meant a imajority of the com- 
mittee is opposed to the Tippins bill 
and wants it killed.

It is unlikely that the issue will be 
thrust upon the house again Friday. 
A bill completely revising the fertilizer 
laws has been fixed for special order. 
It would take a three-fourths vote to 
change that. 

liowever, there is virtually no other 
measure scheduled as special order. 
Some salary bills are fixed, but it is 
said they will come up later as unfin- 
ished business. 

Therefore, it is not unlikely that an 
effort will be made to spin out the dis- 
cussion of the special order measure, 
in order to delay the taking up of other 
business. 

The first bill on the calendar is the 
Tippins measure. The appropriation 
bill is master. Whenever the chairman 
of the committee which has it in 
charge iJemands, it must be taken up 
and considered continuously until dis- 
posed of. It will be called up Monday 
or Tuesday. After its consideration 
begins it will be impossible for the 
house to afspose of the Tippins bill in 
time for the senate to take action. 

f it does come up, its opponents are 
ready with a substitute—throwing open 
the entire prohibition question. They 
will focus their fight for the Hall plan, 
legalizing beer saloons and “package 
houses.” 

The routine work incident to the 
opening of Thursday's session conclud- 
ed, the struggle over the Tippins bill 
began.

It might be stated, in explana- 
that only by an extension of the 
session could there have been any rea- 
sonable hope for obtaining a. second 
reading of the Tippins bill. The rules 
committee having reported against the 
Fullbright resolution making the read- 
ing a special order for Friday, any 
other attempt to call it up would have 
had to receive a three-fourths vote to 
succeed, 

There is no rule on extension of ses- 
sions but the precedent is that the 
same may be done by a majority vote. 

“We have reached a time when a 
Sharp issue must be drawn,” said Mr. 
Alexander. “I appeal to the fairness 
and the patriotism of this house, to the 
spirit of men who are law-abiding. 

“Symptoms disclosed here yesterday 
gave clear warning of an attempt to 
prevent the second reading of one bill 
now on the desk.”’ 

He appealed to those opposed to the 
bill in question to permit it to reach a 
vote. 

He did not hesitate tosay that filibus- 
tering tactics by the opposition would 
be met by similar measures from the 
bill’s advocates. 

Other Bills Ready. 

“There are other bills on the calen- 
dar ready for second reading,” said the 
gentleman from DeKalb. “At this point 
the progress of this house stops un- 
less provision is made for reading these 
bills and none can be read to the ex- 
clusion of the first on the Hst.” 

As soon as Mr. Alexander took his 
seat, Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, gain- 
ed recognition. He spoke against the 
extension of the session and: by a 
speech extending over more. than an 
hour, made it evident that a filibuster 
was still depended on to keep the Tip- 
pins bill in the closet. 

He discussed various phases of the 
liquor question and under a patent 
humorousness affected the greatest of 
seriousness. 

Efforts were made to stop him on 
the ground that he was not speaking 
to the subject in question, but the 
speaker held that he wag within the 
rules. - 

His speech carried the session to 
10:40. He yielded the floor. Immate- 
rial amendments were offered by Mr. 
Fullbright, of Burke, and Mr. Ashley, 
of Lowndes. Neither was for delay. 

Calls Previous Question. 

Mr. Lovejoy, chairman of the tem- 
perance committee, called the previous 
question. 

“I call the ayes and nays,” cried Mr. 
Bower, of Decatur. The vote was 25 
to 78; one-fifth having so0 voted the 
call was sustained. 

Members were not allowed to ex- 
Plain their votes on calling the main 
question, but the roll call extended 
the session beyond 11 o'clock. 

The main question was called by a 
vote of 126 to 31. 

Then the amendment of 
bright, of Burke, was placed before 
the house.

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, said if 
the motion were adopted the house 
could adjourn any time it wished. 

In explaining his vote, Mr. Harde- 
man said he felt justified in assist- 
ing in a tactical fight on the bill, in 
view of the fact that its friends 
seemed bent on putting it upon the 
house by main force. 

“Convince me that we will have 
money to meet the appropriations we 
need, and I will support this bill,” he 
said. “It may be blood money, but 
under the existing status we need it 
to pay pensions, support the schools 
and meet other appropriations.” 

Mr. Jones, of Meriwether, sxplained 
that while he opposes the Tippins bill, 
he believed it should be permitted to 
come to a vote. 

Alexander Motion Wins. 

The Alexander motion won, and 
there was no necessity for putting 
forth the Ashley amendment 

At the conclusion of the roll call 
Mr. Adkins, of Dooly, arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege, and de- 
clared that before the voting began 
the author of the metion (Mr. Alexan- 
der) had approached his seat and said, 
“Vote aye.” 

“I resent that.” said Mr. Adkins. “I 
can cast my own votes.

Butt, the president’s aid, and Counsellor 
Anderson, stood in a group at one side, 
Mr. Knox looked at the photographers, 
took up a pen and waited. 

“All Right,” Said Camera Battery. 

“All right,” said the camera battery. 
The secretary.and ambassador, pens 
filled with ink, set to work on the in- 
stant. Simultaneously there was a 
great clicking of camera shutters. 

Mr. Bryce left the desk after sign- 
ing and Mr..

Meantime Mr. Anderson proceeded to 
speak, seriously so far as appearances 
went, but his remarks were taken 
facetiously. 

Returning, Speaker Holder stopped 
the merriment by ruling on the situa- 
tion confronting the house. 

He held that the motion to recon- 
sider would be a continuous order; 
that the fixed hour of adjournment 
would not count. 

This was like a blow in the face of 
the antis. When the speaker conclud- 
ed, a subdued cheer broke forth. 

“T am through,” said Mr. Anderson 
as he took his seat amid laughter. 

Motion Voted Down. 

The motion to reconsider was voted 
down, the ayes and nays being aban- 
doned. Fifty minutes remained for 
general work. 

However, the war was resumed at 
once. The report of the rules commit- 
tee was read fixing the bill reforming 
the fertilizer laws as special order No. 
1 and a bill raising the near-beer tax 
from $300 to $500 as special order 
No. 2. 

Mr. Alexander asked if a_ session 
could be held Saturday. The speaker 
replied that an invitation to go to 
Macon had been accepted.

READY TO QUIT 


Remsen Says That the 
Members Are Tired of 
Being Attacked. 


Dr. 


Washington, August 3-—The Remsen 
food referee board would welcome a 
finding that it is illegal, declared Dr. 
Ira W. Remsen, chairman of the 
board, before the house committee on 
agricultural department expenditures, 
today. This is the tribunal to which 
Dr. Wiley’s pure food decisions are re- 
ferred, and which reversed Dr. Wliey’s 
finding that benzoate of soda was dele- 
terious to health. 

Dr. Remsen, who is president of 
Johns Hopkins university, said the 
scientists who compose his board are 
“tired of this endless gttack, the mo- 
tive for which we cannot ascertain.” 

“We all agreed, when the question 
of the legality of the board was 
raised,” said Dr. Remsen, “that it 
would be a great relief to all of us if 
our body should be declared illegal.”’ 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson will 
be given an opportunity to explain to 
the house investigating committee his 
statement that the Remsen board was 
created to “conserve the interests of 
the manufacturers.” | 

Dr. Remsen denied that any mem- 
bers of the board had ever tried to 
influence state courts or state author- 
ities in favor of the use of benzoate 
of soda, Representative Moss, of In- 
diana, asked why Dr. Chittenden, of 
Yale, and Dr. Long, of the Northwest- 
ern University, members of the board, 
had gone to Indiana to testify in the 
suit of Indiana to prohibit the use of 
benzoate of soda? Dr. Remsen said 
certain manufacturers of foods had 
asked them to go and the members of 
the board first conferred with him. 
He conferred with Secretary Wilson, 
who told him there was no improprie- 
ty in testifying to the facts deter- 
mined by their investigation. 

“Who paid these expenses to Indi- 
ana ” asked Representative Fleyd. 

“Tl believe they were paid by the 
department of agriculture.” 

Representative Higgins asked for 
what purpose the emsen board pur- 
chased chiffoniers. 

“Those were to fit up the rooms oc- 
cupied by the persons upon whom the 
éxperiments were being made,” said 
Dr. Remsen. 

“The so-called ‘poison squad? ” 

“That is a most objectionable name, 
a most unjust term. It prejudged the 
whole case by using that word poison. 
We called them the experimental 
squad.” 

Dr. Remsen said that mo mémber of 
the board “would have accepted ap- 
pointment except with the under- 
standing that his work was to be en- 
tirely free from influence, and his 


findings to be based entirely on sci- 


entific experiments.”

It is Said Bankers Expect Ad- 
verse Decision by the 
Government. 


Washington, August 38.—Attorney 
General Wickersham’s report upon his 
inquiry into the relations of the 
National City bank, of New York, with 
the recently organized National City 
Company was transmitted to Secre- 
tary MacVeagh today. It probably 
will be a day or two before Secretary 
MacVeagh reviews the finding and a 
week or more before he decides what 
action, if any, the treasury department 
Shall take. 

It was learned today that the bank- 
ing interests are prepared for an ad- 
verse decision and a complete under- 
standing with the government will be 
reached without litigation. While the 
bankers, in organizing the company 
acted with the advice of their law- 
yers, they are said to be willtng to 
comply with any demands the treasury 
department may make. 

As Secretary MacVeagh’s final de- 
cision will outline the government’s 
attitude toward concentration of con- 
trol or ownership of nattonal] ‘banks by 
the “security company” method, a 
situation which affects banking in- 
terests the country over, there is 
every indication that the government’s 
course wil] be laiq out with the great- 
est deliberation. 

That the “security company” idea 
has grown to national proportions was 
verified further today by inspection of 
lists of nationa] bank  stockhuiters 
which are on file with the comptroller 
of the currency. Government officials 
admit they were unaware of the -situa- 
tion until the attorney general’s in- 
vestigation of the National City Gom- 
pany brought it to light.

Washington, August 3.—Bearing an 
initiative and referendum feature to 
safeguard against gerrymandering in 
@ number of states, the congressional 
reapportionment bill passed the senate 
today. It fixes the future house mem- 
bership at £33—with tw. more when 
Arizona and New Mexico attain state- 
hood—instead of the present 391. 
There was not even the formality of 
&. roll cal} on the final vote. 

Two amendments, both offered by 
Genator Burton, of Ohio, were attached 
to the house measure and on these a 
eonference with the house will be held 
—all that stands in the way of Presi- 
dent Taft's approval of the bill, which 
ig to take effect March 4, 1913. 

Addei Expense of $400,000 a Year. 

The increase in the membership of 
the house will mean an added expense 
to the country of approximately $400,- 
000 a year: The salaries of the 42 new 
members will aggregate $315,000. 
Each will have at least one clerk at 
$1,500, which will add $63,000 to the 
total. Mileage and other incidental 
expenses will still further increase the 
sum, bringing it to the amount first 


named. 
The reapportionment bill is so drawn 


that no state will lose in representa- 
tion, but In some cases there will’ be a 
decided increase. 

New York heads the list with an in- 
crease of six members, Pennsylvania 
four, California and Oklahoma three 
each, Illinois, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Texas and Washington two 
each, and Alabama, Colorado, Florida, 
Georgia, Idaho, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Montana, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oregon, Rhode Island, South Da- 
kota, Utah and West Virginia one each. 

The average congressional district 
will contain over 17,000 great popula- 
tion than at present, the average dis- 
trict comprising 211,877 under the new 
plan. 

Initiative and Referendum. 

The initiative and referendum provi- 
sion was tacked on the bill just before 
its passage today. It was one of the 
Burton amendments. It provided that 
in case of an increase in the represen- 
tation of any state, the redistricting, 
instead of being done by the state leg- 
islature, as provided by the house, 
should be “in the manner provided by 
the laws” of the asatate, thus leaving 
the redistricting subject to the initia- 
tive and referendum laws wherever 
they have been placed or a state’s stat- 
ute books. 

These states have adopted the ini- 
tiative and referendum in the form of 
constitutional amendments: 

Oregon, Oklahoma, Nevada, Missouri, 
Montana, South Dakota, Colorado, Ar- 
kaneas and Maine. Utah has adopted a 
similar amendment, but the provision 
is inoperative because of failure of the 
legislature to enact the necessary ac- 
companying legislation. Besides these 
in the following states such an amend- 
ment has been submitted by the legis- 
latures, but has not yet been voted 
upon: California, Washington, Wyom- 
ing, North Dakota, Nebraska, Florida 
and Idaho. 

This amendment was agreed to by 
a strict party vote, 39 to 28, the repuop- 
lican senators voting for it and the 
democrats against it. 

Nomination of Candidates, 

The other amendment adopted pre- 
scribed that “candidates for represen- 
tative or representatives-at-large shall 
be nominated in the same manner as 
candidates for governor unless other- 
wise provided by the laws of such 
state.” 

In some states the representation is 
increased by this bill, but through con- 
stitutional limitation or other cause

WHO KILLED MERCHANT 


Murder of J. R. Bullington at 
Macon Precipitates Chain 
df Sensational Events. 


Macon, Ga. August 3.—(Special.)— 
The killing of J. R. Bullington, the 
Houston road grocer, by a negro 
named Frank Daniels, on Saturday 
night, precipitated a chain of sensa- 
tlonal and sanguinary events. 

Daniels, without any provocation, 
except that he was ordered out of the 
store for disorerly conduct, took Mr. 
Bullington’s life and escaped. The 
sheriff and his deputies went to the 
house of a negro named Simon Barron, 
believing him to be in hiding there. 
Barron shot through the door and 
twice wounded Will Lanier, a negro 
deputy, who is now in the hospital. He 
then made his escape. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon the sheriff arrested Joe Kemp, 
a negro, who is implicated with Dan- 
iels. He is charged with having joined 
in the attack on Mr. Bullington. 

Then, last night, about 9 o'clock, the 
sKeriff's deputies went to a negro! 
house near Skipperton in search of | 
Barron. A negro named Charles Jack- } 
son jumped out of bed and shot at 
Deputy Mullally, who fired back, kill- 
ing the negro instantly. ‘ 

This morning Simon Barron was 
caught as he was attempting to leave 
the county. As the record now stands, 
Mr. Bullington and Charles Jackson, 
the latter a negro, are dead; Joe Kemp 
and Simon Barron, negroes, are in 
jail, and a net is rapidly being drawn 
about Frank Daniels, the desperado 
who is at large.

Is patronage, given or promised, responsible for inactivity. in 


the congressional probe of the postoffice department? 

It is impossible to conceive of any sound or substantial reason 
why the congressional committee is delaying this manifest public 
duty to the point where the directed investigation now borders on 
the farcical. 

It cannot be lack of material, scarcity of evidence; Atlanta 
alone can furnish enough of tat to keep the committee busy, per- 
haps through a week’s session. 

Admittedly, so far as the postal operations in Atlanta and its 
territory are concerned, departmental efficiency is at the lowest 
ebb it has known in a quarter of a century, and this through no 
fault of Postmaster McKee. He, like the whole service, is the vic- 
tim of a “system.” 

With such conditions obtaining here, it is not unreasonable 
to presume that as bad or worse may be found at postoffices at 
other points serving large cities and important sections. 

Conditions here are attributable to a variety of causes. The 
committee would do well to investigate the charge, not infrequently 
made, that jobs in the mail service in this division are farmed out 
by negro politicians on a percentage “brokerage.” 

Surely this assertion must have come to the attention of the 
civil service commission before now. Why doesn’t it wake up and 
take hold of the situation, if a supine congressional committee 
proposes to ignore it, whether because of patronage or other reason 
or inducement? 

Then there is the spy system, whose operations, it is conceded, 
have done more to bring about demoralization in the postal service 
than any other single factor. Watched, as they are, like criminals 
under life sentence, it is scarcely any wonder that postal clerks and 
employees are rendering inefficient service to the public. 

With a system that permits the employment of incompetents, 
and then establishes over capable and incapable alike a system of 
espionage that may construe an innocent action into criminal guilt, 
it is impossible to get anything like results that will give public 
satisfaction. 

It is this system, faultily constructed upon shifty foundation, 
with which Atlanta and the Atlanta public have-to contend today. 
Isn’t that enough for any reasonably inclined committee to in-

“THROWING LIGHT ON FEE. SYSTEM” 


Leading Editorial in Constitution of June 10, 1910. 


Within the past few days two sig- 
nificant itricidents have developed in 
the controversy over the fee system of 
compensating county officials in Geor- 
gia. 

The Fulton county executive com- 
mittee has decideg to put the issue of 
fee payment or salary payment up to 
the people in the August primary, and 
the grand jury of Bibb county has 
recommended the substitution of the 
latter for the former. 

This action in two of the most im- 
portant counties in the gtate, in con- 
junction with other manifestations of 
public concern, point the near ap- 
proach of the time when settlement of 
some nature must be found for a long- 
agitated question. 

One of the features least considered 
in the equation is that which curiously 
supports and confounds advocates -of 
both systems—ang that is the abso- 
lute lack of accurate information on 
part of a single man or set of men in 
Georgia as to exactly how Httle or 


officials are over or underpaid by the 
fee system, is the fact that the public 
is entitled and ought to know the 
source and value given for every pen- 
ny paid by a taxpayer to a public serv- 
ant, of whatever degree and wherever 
stationed, 

That is the distinguishing basis of 
democratic government, and is not and 
never has been observed in the state’s 
attitude toward the fee system. 

The remedy is simple. Let the legis- 
lature, at its forthcoming session, pro- 
vide that every penny paid a public 
official in Georgia be disbursed 
through the county treasurer or some 
other qualified official, that the ac- 
count be itemized and that, above all, 
the bill rendered and paid for services 
tendered be madé a matter of public 
record. 

That is fair, sensible, logical! It 
neither decrees blindly the affirmation 
or abolition of a long-standing sys- 
tem, nor does it leave undisturbed a 
‘status that makes a public. servant, 


how much remuneration officials 
working under the fee system receive 
for their services to the people. 

A given officlal knows the aggre- 
gate of his own earnings, but the citi- 
zens from whom they were derived are 
wholly in darkness in this vital de- 
tail. It is @qually true that no single 
official in any Georgia county, and no 
official or set of officialg in the state- 
house or anywhere else, know the total 
paid to any officer or the aggregate 
paid out to officials working under 
the fee system in the state-at-large. 
It is likely, 1f the truth were known, 


by fees receive vastly less than they 
are popularly credited with receiving. 
Imagination feeds on trifles ang slen- 
der conjectures in affairs of this na- 
ture, and it is natural to drift into 
the fallacy of predicating huge sums 
upon trivial ang often unreliable out- 
ward evidence. 

It is likewise probable that in a 
great number of instances fee-paid 
officials receive no more than they 
earn, or would be paid if placed upon 
a salary basis. In other. instances 
some officials are probably extrava- 
gantly overpaid. 

That is precisely the situation that 
confronts Georgia today with regard 
to this important matter of state and 
county policy. Literally, we do not 
know “where we are at.” 


however honest, virtually his own pay- 
master, with absolutely no provision 
of an‘ accounting for his stewardship. 

Some counties defend and want to 
retain the fee system. That is their 
privilege, but it is more emphatically 
their right and duty, in orderly con- 
servation of public funds, to know toa 
cent what they are paying out and 
what they are getting for it in return. 

Other counties speak of abolishing 
or revising the fee system. That, also, 
is their privilege, but they can pro- 
ceed more effectively if their action is 
based on absolute information instead 
of the jungle of guesswork now pre- 
valling regarding the fee system. 

No. doubt the counties will, in due 
time, be permitted to make the choice 
for themselves. 

Whatever the outcome, the funda- 
mental requisite, too long postponed, 
is light in place of the darkness that 
now obtains. 

The enactment of such a measure as 
The Constitution has suggested, in- 
suring publicity in public expenditures, 
would supply the state and the coun-\ 
ties equally with complete data upon 
which to arrive at a sane and effectual 


decision. 

Beyond all is the immediate need of 
full publicity touching the exchange 
of every cent between public officials 
and taxpayers. That should be made 
a matter of indelible public record, 

In that respect, the present method 
is as unjust to the taxpayers as it is

VERY LITTLE FRUIT; 
ON BIG COTTON STALKS 


Plant Not So Heavily Fruited 
as General Reports 
Indicate. 


Cordele, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Prominent farmers of this section are 
not so much encouraged over the pros- 
pects of a big cotton yield, as has been 
true throughout the spring, and today 
several were exhibiting in the _ city 
some very large and apparently 
healthy stalks of cotton pulled up 
from fields which, to look at casually, 
would convey the impression that it is 
very fine, and that the yield must be 
large; but uponclose inspection it is 
found these large stalks contain very 
little fruit proportionately, and that 
the yield must be small.

BOGEY PLAY RULE 
BY COMMITTEE 


New York, August 3.—The executive 
committee of the United States Golf 
Association has finally legalized bogey 
play. Rules have been adopted for the 
completion, which is defined as a se- 
ries of stroke competitions in which 
play is against a fixed gcore at each 
hole of the stipulated round or rounds, 
the winner being the competitor who 
is most successful in the aggregate of 
those competitions. The rules for 
stroke competitions shall apply with 
the following exceptions: 

1. Any hole for which a competitor 
makes no return shall be regarded as 
a loss. The marker shall only be re- 
sponsible for the marking of the cor- 
rect number of strokes at each hole at 
which a competitor makes a score eith- 
er equal to or less than a fixed score. 

2. Any breach of rule which en- 
tails the penalty of disqualification 
shall only dispualify the competitor 
for the hole at which the breach occur- 
red, but a competitor shall not be ex- 
empted from the general disqualifica- 
tion imposed by stroke rules 2, 4 and 6.

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TOGO WELCOMED 


TOUNITEDSTATES 


Japan's Great Sea--Fighter 
Guest of Nation, 


The Admiral Reaches New 
York on the Lusitania and 
Is Greeted by Representa- 
tives of the Government. 
Togo’s Great Career. 


New York, August 3.—The United 
States, at midnight tonight, formally 
welcomed to its shores Admiral Count 
Heihashiro Togo, of the Japanese em- 
pire, and naval hero of the Russo- 
Japanese war. The welcome was given 
aboard the steamer Lusitania, at Quar- 
antine, by representatives of the state, 
war and navy departments and a per- 
sonal representative of Governor John 
A. Dix. 

Following a few warm words of 
welcome on behalf of the nation, the 
delegation of Americans accompanied 
the distinguished Japanese in a tug to 
the revenue cutter Seneca, standing 
hard by. A few moments later the 
Seneca was speeding for her pier at 
Twenty-third street, Hudson river, 
where Admiral Togo was whisked 
away in an automobffe to his hotel. 

On the Way to Meet Togo. 

Long before the Cunarder’s big hull 
blackened the horizon at Sandy Hook, 
the Seneca was on herwayto Quaran- 
tine with the welcoming party aboard. 
The delegation consisted of Chandler 
Hale, third assistant secretary of state; 
Captain T. M. Potts, of the navy; 
Major General Frederick D. Grant, 
commander of the department of the 
east; Adjutant General William Ver- 
beck, national guard of New York, and 
attaches of the Japanese emDassy at 
Washington. They found the admiral 
waiting to receive them when they 
boarded the Lusitania after two hours’ 
stay at Quarantine. Secretary Hale 
delivered, on behalf of President Taft, 
the first brief message of welcome, and 
was followed by others of the deputa- 
tion. 

Seldom has the lower bay witnessed 
S80 remarkable a midnight scene. The 
whole ship sat up to bid the admiral 
goodbye. The rails were black with 
his fellow passengers as he stepped 
down the lowered stairway on the ves- 
sel’s side to the waiting tugboat. 
There was a moment of silence as he 
tred the vessel's deck, ended by hearty 
American cheers. 

ogo’s Great Career. 

arrival of Admiral Togo renews 
attention to the remarkable series of 
aval achievements with which his 
name is associated. It was Togo who 
commanded the Japanese fleet in front 
of Port Arthur when the first blow 
was struck against Russia, resulting 
in such a serious crippling of Russtan 
naval strength that her power on the 


‘sea was largely diminished, if not de- 


stroyed, at the outset. From that 
time forward, Togo’s vessels patrolled 


‘the waters fronting Port Arthur, hem- 


ming in the remnant of the Russian 
fleet. 

When the Russian fleet made its fa- 
mous sortie under Admiral -Makarorf, 
it was the mines laid by the fleet of 
Togo which blew up the Russian bat- 
tleship Petropavlovsk, killing the ad- 
miral in command and a great number 
of ethers, and effectually preventing 
the expected relief from the Russian 
ships in the Pacific. Following this, 
came the supreme effort of the Russian 
government to send a naval Armada 
around the world, in command of Aé4d- 
miral Rojestvensky, to re-establish the 
Russian naval foothold.which had been 
thus taken by Togo. 

It was Togo who was again sent to 
stop the Rojestvensky fleet. The bat- 
tle which ensued on May 27-28, 1905, 
was probably the greatest naval en- 


'gagement of modern times, in the ex-

Topping Opposed the Sale of 
Tennessee Company, 


Directors Says There Was 
No Reason for the Sale of 
Southern Property to the 
Steel Trust. 


New York, August 8.—John A. Top- 
ping, of the board of directors of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, 
before it was sold to the United States 
Steel Corporation, told the Stanley 
stee: trust committee of inquiry today 
that he was not in favor of the plan of 
Grant B. Schley to sell the Tennessee 
company to the United States Steel 
Corporation in 1907. 

“My mind was rather passive on 
the subject,” said Mr. Topping. “] 
saw no reason from any view-point 
to sell the property. From Mr. Schley’s 
view-point, I could see reasons why 
he should want to sell, and I aided him 
at his request to the extent of ex- 
plaining to Lewis Case Ledyard the ad- 
_vantages of the property.” 

“Can you tell me the average dif- 
ference in cost of producing a ton of 
pig iron in the Birmingham district 
and in the Superior region?’’ Chairman 
Stanley asked. 


Birmingham Cost Less. 


“You must take into consideration 
the different kind of ownership,” said 
Mr. Topping. “I believe a fair reply 
would be that the Birmingham cost 
was $3 to $4 a ton less than the Su- 
perior cost.” 

Mr. Topping said that when the eyn- 
@icate took hold of ‘the Tennessee 
company the concern was in good fi- 
nancial, but poor physical, condition. 
It was making money, but not enough 
to carry on necessary improvements. 
The syndicate expended about six mi}- 
lion dollars on improvements out of 
eight million set aside up to the time 
of the sale of the steel corporation.

New York, August 3.—The United 
States circuit court under whose diréc- 
tion the American Tobacco company 
will work out its dissolution, handed 
down this afternoon on the mandate 
of the federal supreme court, an order 
outlining conditions under which the 
company may perfect plans for dissolv- 
ing. A clause in the order enjoins the 
defendants from doing any act which 
may further enlarge and extend the 
power of the combination prior to its, 
disintegration. 

Decree By Three Judges. 

The order was handed down by 
Judges Lacombe, Ward and Noyes, fol- 
lowing a conference held with Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, United States 
District Attorney Wise, counsel for the 
American Tobacco Company, the Brit- 
ish American Tobacco Company and 
the United Cigar Stores Company. 

Preliminary plans of the disintegra- 
tion of the American Tobacco Compa- 
ny were submitted by its counsel and 
discussed by lawyers jin the court. The 
three judges expresse¥ no opinion re- 
garding them, howeve 

After reciting the decree of the su- 
preme court, the court serves notice 
that it will tie up the company’s ship- 
ments or appoint a receiver as order- 
ed by the higher tribunal, should coun- 
sel fail to submit an acceptable plan 
of dissolution by December 30, next, 


or sixty days therefrom if the cir-| 
cuit court should grant such.an exten- 
sion. 

May Apply For Rellef. 

Leave is given counsel! to apply for 
more specific directions in this regard 
and also to any party to apply from 
time to time for relief “which may 
seem in conformity with the judgment 
of the supreme court. 

“Pending the’ dissolution of the com- 
bination,” the decree reads, “and the 
re-creation of a new condition honest- 
ly in harmony with the law, all the 
defendants, their agents and servants 


are hereby restrained and enjoined 


from doing any act which might fur-/|* 


ther extend or enlarge the power of 
the combination by any means or de- 
viee whatsoever.” 

Counsel in the case regard the de- 
cree as enjoining the United 
Cigar Stores Company and the other 
defendants from extending their busi- 
ness by the opening of new stores or 
by contracting for unusually large 
quantities of supplies during the life 
of the American Tobacco Company.

Now that the egg basket is begin- 
ning to show/a falling off, the older 
fowls looking ragged and loose feath- 
ers becoming plentiful in the houses 
and runs, the poultry yard will be less 
attractive than of late. But to make 
poultry profitable, the birds must not 
be neglected at this time. A little ex- 
tra attention will help them to get 
through the month as soon, and with 
as little damage, as possible. 

Generally speaking, it is well for the 
fowls to begin to change their feath- 
ers about July. If they commence 
sooner the moult is only partial, the 
feathers coming off again freely in 
September or October; or if the moult 
begins very late, the cold nights and 
often wet days cause it to be prolong- 
ed, © , 

To some slight extent the moult can 
be hastened, or, if desired, postponed. 
it may, for instance, be wished to have 
@ bird over the moult and ready for a 
fall fair by a certain date, or it may 
be required to keep the hens laying 
a8 long as possible, so that there shall 
be very little interval between their 
ceasing and the pullets that were 
hatched in the spring commencing. 


How To Do It. 


To defer the moult the hens must 
roost in a cool place. To hasten the 
moult the fowls must be placed in a 
Warm and sheltered hquse, when the 
increasing temperature will cause 
them to shed their feathers quickiy. 
If the hens @re of an incubating va- 
Viety the moult can be brought about 
more quickiy by allowing them, when 
they become brvoody, to sit for ten days 
Or 60 on w# China or other nest egg, and 
then removing them to @ S8Maii cOon- 
fined pen. ‘Jnis will Cause them to 
Grop tgeir feathers at once and quick- 
ly grow new plumage. 

With regard to _ tood, 
moulting, need gtrong stimulants. 
They should have plenty of fresh, 
green tood. ‘The ordinary grain can 
be Suppiemented by a handful of sun- 
flower seed about three times a week. 
A little suiphate of iron in the drink- 
ing water does good at this season, 
care being taken not to give i in 
metal drinking vessels. 
less when moulting than when they 
are laying. Indeed, just as the mouit 
commences some birds will hardly 
touch food, and wiil remain on the 
perch in the morning Or mope in @ 
corner of the house Cleanliness must 
be specially observed, otherwise the 
lallen feathers will contain a iot of 
vermin, and the poultry house will be- 
come unpleasant and unhealthy. 

Access to Shelter. 

The birds must have access to shel- 
ter during rainy weather. A thorough 
soaking, when they are nearly free of 
feathers, is apt to result in an attack 
of roup, or cause a chill that may 
throw the bird back for weeks. 

But a hen that gets through the 
moult early and quicKly will almost 
invariably prove a good winter layer. 
Sometimes when a fow! is in the midst 
of the moult it will be seen constant- 
ly picking at one particular place on 
its body. This may be caused by one 


fowls, when 


or more of the new feathers failing to} 


pass through the skin and causing 
great irritation. If a needie is pass- 
ed under the covered end of the feath- 
er, it will enable it to be drawn above 


the skin. 


Answers to Cerrespondents. 

Willie Striplin, Heflin, Ala.—bDear 
Uncle Joe: | come to you for help for 
the first time. Will you please tell 
me what is the matter with my littie 
turkeys, and what to do for them, as 
they have a strange disease to me. 
They begin to swell on each side of 
the nose and keep swelling until their 
eyes close and then sling their heads 
and froth runs out of their nose and 
mouth, and it seems like they are 
cheked. It is a very Mngering disease 
and they eat to the very iast just as 
heartily as they did before taking the 
disease. 1 feed on boiled cabbage, corn 
bread and black pepper. They are o 
or 6 weeks old before they take it. I 
separated from well ones at first, car- 
ried all of last years hatching away 
from the house as soon as taken off 
and now one of them has it. It does 
not make any sore at all—just a swell- 
ing in a clear puff. Have looked your 
pages over, but haven't found any dis- 
ease like it, and all that take it die. 


Answer: Am afraid your little tur- 
keys have taken cold; in fact, all 
symptoms described indicate this. The 
eold may have been contracted when 
poults were taken from the nest or 
shortly after. It is an easy matter 
for a turkey to take cold, and if 
cold is neglected it is a very hard mat- 
ter to get rid of it. A cold may take 
a long or short time to develop, de- 
pending Somewhat on the weather. — 

For this trouble, in mild form I have 
found nothing better than giving small 
doses of quinine and painting the ex- 
posed outside surface of the throat, 
between the wattles and around the 
outside portions of jaws with tincture 
of iodine. 

You need not apologize for coming to 
me with your troubles. If I can help 
you I am only too glad to do so,

Prouty had picked out the single 
schedule under which there was an 
apparent tncrease. He said that under 
this schedule last year just $1,040 of 
the $700,000,000 worth of cotton goods 
consumed in this soountry were im- 
ported. He claimed that Mr. Prouty’s 
charge was too trivial to be treated 
seriously.

“picayunish anq contemptible,” sald,
